I OBSERVATIONS j 

Decoration Day— May 30th 
the day on which decoration 
day is usually observed will f»ll 
this year on Sanday. In some 
places in the county it will be 
observed on that day while in 
others it will observed on the 
preceding Saturday or the fol¬ 
lowing Monday. The prrgram 
arranged for the day i« always 
of an educational nature. The 
decoration of the graves-of de¬ 
parted heroes and ihe marching 
of the battle scarred veterans is 
calculated to^n.spire Datriotism 
in young heaits The addresses 
on the occasion are reminiscent 
and historical and much benefit 
is derived by those who listen as 
well as by those who apeak. A 
special feature of the day in 
most places is the exercises by 
the children conaistii g. of pa¬ 
triotic recitations and National 
songs These exercises are not 
only entertaining to visitors but 
patriotism is thus instilled into 
growing minds from their 7ery in¬ 
fancy. Some years ago decora¬ 
tion day was observed in Spring 
field each year with a program 
appropriate to the rccaaion but 
of late years tht practice has 
discontioued. 


.County High School—T he 
new school law provides that 
‘Within two years after the 
passage and approval of the act, 
there shall be established by tfie 
county hoard of education of 
each county, one or more county 
high schools, Provided, there is 
not already existing in the coun 
ty a high school oftbe first cla»s 
if such high school already *»x- 
ista, and if the couDty board 
may be able to make such an ar¬ 
rangement with the trustees or 
board of education of sa d high 
school as will furnish to the 
pupils completing the rural 
school course free tuition in 
said high school, then raid high 
school may be considered as 
meeting the purpose of this law 
without the establishment by 
the board o'another high school" 
This law makes it the duty of 
the board to see to it that there 
is a high school in the county 
within the time prescribed by 
the act, where popi'a who have 
completed the common school 
course may receive free tuition. 
It is not a matter that is op’ion- 
ul with the board, whq^ber then* 
is such a school provided or not, 
but tbe act makes it imperative. 
They can however, where there 
is a high schcol already existing 
in tbe county wiiibh meets the 
demands make arrangements 
with' the-board of trustees of 
that school for the attendance of 
pupils who have completed 
the common school course. Tbe 
establishment of a high school 
would necessitate considerable 
expenditure of money in making 
the necessary improvemmts and 
providing the nece sary teach¬ 
ers. As the number of p*upils 
who c< mplete the common school 
ciurse, is very smalT, the need 
would n<>t justify 60 great an 
expense- As there is already a 
High School of the tirat class in 
“the county, the most econimical 
c »orse would b<* to arrange with 
the board of thn Graded School 
for thd attendance o'f high 
school pupils in it. This would 
itso give the best, results a© the 
standard of the Graded School 
is higher than cruid be hoped 
f>r in-,-rural High school-, 
thus tbe arrangement with 
Graded 8chool is \be cheaper 
both from a financial and educa¬ 
tional standpoint. The educa¬ 
tional qualifications of the 
ieaeh?rs in the Springfield 
Graded School are equal to auy 
n the state, all bold state cer¬ 
tificates and most of them hold 
degress from some well known 
nstitutioc of i« arcing. A high 
school unless it has the necessa¬ 
ry number of qualified teachers 
exists as such only in name, and 
ia more of a detriment educa¬ 
tionally than a benefit. Every 
school cannot be made a high 
Softool, nor. can many high 
schools be established in the 
connty without materially less¬ 
ening tbe standard. The union
